Propose Park 
At The City 
Water Plant 

Planning Commission To 
Recommend It— Bailey 
Canyon Boosters Oppose 

Sierra Madre’s planning commis¬ 
sion is preparing a recommenda- 
to the city council proposing 
to turn the city-owned area 
aroun the municipal w r ater plant 
into a recreational park. The 
plan has been discussed for sev¬ 
eral years, but never passed the 
talking stage. At the suggestion 
of Councilman Paul Carter, mem¬ 
ber of the planning commission, a 
definite program for planting and 
the laying out of recreational fa¬ 
cilities will shortly be presented 
to the council. 

The heavily planted area along 
the west side of the city's prop¬ 
erty which includes oak trees, 
sycamores, sumac and native 
growth has been suggested as 
the portion most suitable for cul¬ 
tivation and shrubs and trees in 
this area have been guarded 
against fire. The land under dis¬ 
cussion comprises 20 acres. On 
it are located the settling basins, 
numerous ditches for the distri¬ 
bution of water, and the buildings 
housing the water pumps. 

The planning commission is 
working out a project that would 
Include picnic tables, playground 
faculties for children, and per 
haps ultimate removal of the 
Canyon plunge to this area. 

Opposing this are townspeople 
who ifeel that the beautiful Bailey 
Canyon park, abandoned after the 
. flood, has already been laid 

i^^P^or a public park, with rest 
rooms built, magnificent planting, 
and a natural setting unequaled. 
Boosters for the rehabilitation of 
this lovely natural park contend 
that if the city would follow the 
policy of other valley communi¬ 
ties and force property owners 
to dispose of their own rubbish, 
the three or four thousand dol¬ 
lars spent in city disposal of rub¬ 
bish from private properties, I 
could be used as a salary for a 
caretaker at the Bailey canyon 
park and eliminate the fire haz¬ 
ard, which they contend is its 
only drawback.

As a result of the gain in 
population throughout the stat-e, 
during the 10-year period, Cali¬ 
fornia will probably gain three 
members in Congress, giving the 
state 23 representatives in the 
lower house instead of 20. 

California gained 1,196,560 or 
21.08 per cent. Figures for 1940 
revealed a population of 6,873,811 
as against 5,677,251 in 1930. Los 
Angeles County population in¬ 
creased by 568,719, went up 25.7 
to a total population of 2,777,211.

H e stayed in Los Angeles and 
came to Sierra Madre several 
times only for the purpose of 
cashing checks. He expected every 
time to be the last, but kept try¬ 
ing as long as his luck held 
out.

WHEN I CAME TO 
SIERRA MADRE 

By MRS. J. C. DICKSON 
Resident of Sierra Madre Since 1887 

T HE HOUSE I came to in Sierra Madre in 1887 was of four 
rooms, two upstairs and two down with quite a high underpin¬ 
ing in front. The back however was nearly level with the 
ground. One foot in ten was considerde the average grade of Sierra 
Madre. 

When Dr. Dickson’s laundry was brought home from the 
C hlnese W ashhouse, as it was called, on Auburn avenue near the 
old reservoir, there were some Chinese hieroglyphics on the package. 
W hen asked what it meant. John Chinaman hung his head and 
didn't want to tell, but upon persuasion, said "heap high man, heap 
high house." Mr Dickson himself was very tall (high) and sitm at 
that time, hence, "heap high man.” 

There was only one church in the town, a beautiful little s’.one 
church building on Baldwin, I thought it one of the prettiest little 
places I hail ever seen, nestled down in among the trees. This was 
the church home of the Episcopalians. The Congregationalists were 
just an organization. 

Sometime before leaving our New England home, F. E. Clark 
of Williston Church, Portland, Me., started the Christian Endeavor 
movement. When we came here we started meetings and on Decem¬ 
ber 7, 1887, the YPSCE was organized. 

On Christmas Eve there was a beautiful party and tree at the 
town hall. Mr. Hosmer helped the ladies with this party as he was 
quite an adept in giving the people good times. We were all gathered

Government agencies, during 
recent years, have come to act as 
judge, jury and executioner. 
Bureaus set up to administer the 
I laws have taken over the func- 
| tion of enacting laws—by issuing 
rules and regulations which have 
! the effect of law. Then they have 
I sat in judgment, with quasi-judi- 
i cial powers, to weigh the fate 
j all who have offended them, 
j Tlie net effect has been to put 
j agriculture, business and industry 
j —and all the individuals employed 
them—at the mercy of an 
army of petty bureaucrats, who 
have forgotten that they are pub- 
Entered as Second Class Matter jj C servants, and who set them- 

I selves up as despots, with the 
j power to make laws, administer 
| them and penalize all who violate 
them. 

As a consequence, both in na¬ 
tional and State government we 
have acquired a multiplicity of 
minor dictatorships, each jealous 




Not money, but time, is the es¬ 
sence of America's defense. Sign¬ 
ing of the $4 billion naval expan¬ 
sion bill by President Roosevelt 
sets this nation on the road to 
acquiring a mighty two-ocean 
navy, even greater than the pres¬ 
ent sea power of Japan, Italy, 
Germany and Russia combined 
But such an awesome two-ocean 
fleet, calling for the addition of 
200 ships to the Navy’s present 
fighting force, cannot be built 
overnight, or within one year, or 
two. Not till 1946 will the dread- 
naughts, cruisers and aircraft 


I would insure the individual's 
; right to redress by making sub- 
1 ject to review by the courts the 
| actions of many of the adminis¬ 
trative bureaus now operating 
with virtually totalitarian powers. 

The Logan-Walter bill strikes 
at the heart of bureaucratic ex¬ 
cesses and malpractices. As a 
consequence, the bill is violently 
opposed by all the “little Hitlers” 
who sit in swivel chairs at Wash¬ 
ington and who have held the 
power of life and death over the 
people who pay their salaries. 
Their contention, of course, is 
that if bureau decisions are sub¬ 
ject to review in the courts "big 
business” will be able to prevent 
"progressive reforms” by long- 
drawn court appeals. 

But the average farmer, who 
has been examined and inspec¬ 
ted, investigated and commanded, 
by bureaus without end, and who 
has sometimes despaired of find¬ 
ing any time for his farming, will 
doubtless agree with the writer 
that there is more to fear today 
from “big government” than from 
"big business.” 

If a bureau's decisions cant 
stand examination in an Ameri¬ 
can courtroom, then there’s some¬ 
thing wrong with the bureau and 
its administration. Certainly the 
error isn’t In this country’s sys¬ 
tem of checks and balances, 
predicated on three separate 
branches of government—legisla¬ 
tive, administrative and judicial. 

In California, the issue is 
.brought sharply into focus by the 
DeLap constitutional amendment, 
which was approved by the Legis¬ 
lature for submission to the vot¬ 
ers at the forthcoming November 
election. 

This amendment,

Britain’s people this week are 
digging deeper into their pockets 
than ever before in their nation's 
existence. A gargantuan budget, 
calling for the expenditure of 
nearly $14 billion this fiscal year, 
is cutting a terrific swathe 
through Briton’s incomes. A new 
boost upward has brought the in¬ 
come tax—which begins at $400 
a year for single persons, $680 
for married—up to 42 K per cent. 
Additional taxes on those in the 
top wage brackets will take 90 


Because 24,316 motorists could 
not stop their vehicles In time 
while traveling on streets and 
roads of California during 1939, 
64% of the year’s deaths and in¬ 
juries resulted, the department of 
motor vehicles announced yester¬ 
day. Out of a total of 38,242 traf¬ 
fic accidents reported during the 
year, it is now known that 4,990 
or 13% were directly caused by 
“excessive speed.” In this group 
alone there were 573 fatal acci¬ 
dents which accounted for 22% 
of all the traffic deaths. In at¬ 
tempting to pass another vehicle 
without taking adequate care, 
2525 other motorists found them¬ 
selves tn “tight positions’ from 
which they could not get extri¬ 
cated in time, and in acts of 
“cutting-in” or attempting to drop 
behind the vehicle they were 
overtaking, they became involved 
in crashes.

The Issue is likely to grow 
sharper and thornier with Axis 
powers in .control of Europe and 
with Japan once more in the tight 
grip of militarists. Totalitarian 
nations are certain to redouble 
the firing power of t’eir bamge 
of threats, advice, and attacks on 
democracy in the New World. 

What shall we do aoour. it ? 
Permit our free institutions to be 
used as vehicles for onslaughts 
against our system of government 
—or shall we send out a rush 
call for the censor to keep us 
in blissful ignorance? 

One kind of answer was made 
the other day when 31 West 
Coast stations of a national radio 
network cut off their broadcast 
of Adolf Hitler’s speech. Said a 
station offica3l, “Hitler should not 
be permitted to use our American 
radio facilites to justify his 
crimes against civilization.” 

Freedom of speech and of the 
press obviously carries with It a 
responsibility of permitting those 
with whom we may disagree to 
voice their opinions. It demands 
that whatever is news be made 
known. None can deny that Adolf 
Hitler and his speeches are new-. 
But the justification for freedom 
ensures enlightentd opinion by 
presenting as many views and 
facts as possible. It appears, 
therefore, that thl3 freedom car¬ 
ries with it a second responsi¬ 
bility. And this is that when dic¬ 
tators assail democracy, unload 
their racial myths and other fal¬ 
sifications of science and history, 
we should also give history’s, 
science’s and democracy’s side of 
the case. Since it is our duty to 
publish the anti-democratic half j 
truths of dictators, it is no less

That 
such review is needed is best 
exemplified by recent rulings de¬ 
signed to circumvent the law. 

Regardless of the specific bills, 
this State and this county need 
tb take steps to stop the spread 
of despotism In democraacy. And 
the American system of divided 
authority Is the best possible 
guarantee that bureaucrats won’t 
become despots. Administrative 
bureaus never should have been 
given the right to make rules 
and regulations which have the 
effect of law. But where they 
have such powers, certainly their 
decisions should be subject to re¬ 
view in the courts. Otherwise, our 
governmental Bermuda grass will 
soon strangle the lawn!

On Wine Making

furnished new interest and caused 
the police department no end o' 
concern during the week. Mrs. 
Georgia Foster and Mrs. Ed Ray 
were sitting in the yard at the 
Roy residence on east Sierra 
Madre blvd., when a 'possum with 
a white 'ace and sharp little 
nose peered out from the shrub¬ 
bery. After looking the situation 
over. Ma 'Po sum ventured out 

into the open and started tamely 
acros.s tee back liwn. Hanging 
onto the bushy tail, arched over 
her back, were eight little pos¬ 
sums, some riding on top of her 
tail, the others hanging by their 
tails. Without too much concern 

for her audience Ma ambled off 
and wasn’t seen again. 

Sunday had the police depat- 

ment on the run. Officer Jim 

Heasley wis called to the Ettinge 
residence at 711 Montecito to re¬ 
trieve what they thought was a 
lizard in the attic. When Heas¬ 
ley had hoisted himself into the 
attic he came face to face with 
a pair of shiny eyes—- p ssum 


eyes to be exact. The b/ttle of 
wits which followed ended with 
the possum crawling into a hole 
largo enough for it but not for 
Heasley Finally a portion of the 
ceiling under the animal was 
dropped, and Officer Heasley got 
his man—or hi- 'possum, in thi< 
case.

clusive use of his family must 
prepare Form 1541, ‘Registration 
for Production of wine for the 
family use of the producer there¬ 
of not in excess of 200 gallons 
and not for sale or to be other¬ 
wise removed or consumed,’ in 
duplicate, file one uopy with the 
district supervisor and retain the 
other. The form must be filed at 
least five days before commenc¬ 
ing operations, and must be re¬ 
newed each succeeding year dur¬ 
ing which it is desired to produce 
wine for the family use.”
